Were you looking for a class to fill that 
extra period in your schedule, or did the 
very thought of a year of a classic chemis- 
try course send you snoozing? Perhaps the 
choice for you was among the wide array 
of science electives offered at Central this 
year. 

Physiology, offered to students after 
completion of biology, was taught by Mr. 
DeForge. He commented on choosing al- 
ternate courses by saying, ‘I think in some 
fields if you offer some electives of it, 
students may become interested in those 
fields.” 

In turn, the most rewarding part of 
teaching physiography, to Mr. Farr was 
“having a student come up to me (after 
having taken this course) and saying he’s 
going to select a career in one of the areas 
we studied.”
